tl«i[-of a Presldental year, not even In 
1884 when the Ktate had thc Inspire' km 
afforded by the candidacy of Mr. Elaine. 
Tup rears ago tbe Republicans reached 
hluh water tuaik in the size of the party 
plurality, but It was due to tbe fact that 
tbe Democrats permitted thc election to 
go practically h'y default.. 


It was this condition that led thc Dem- 


ocrats to believe they were going to be 
able to discount the effects of Monday's 
election.' It will be sejn that tbe Repub- 
licans might have wou a victory of 
greater magnitude than in a Presidential 
year since the formation of the party and 
still have fallro! short of the plurality ol 
1894. Banking on wtaat they thought 
was a perfectly sale thine,' the 0em< - 
crata were all prepared to make their 
comparison with tlie election of tbut 
year, although the only propel compar- 
ison would necessarily he with the elec- 
tion tbe preceding Presidential yc..r.

by some ten thousand. The later returns 
received at this writing, covering :I75 
towns, fully sustain the estimates made 
Monday night. 


This spleudld result has been achieved 


in the face of tbe mist determined ef- 
forts of tbe silver Democracy. They 
were thoroughly, organized, have sent 
their speakers into e^cry section of ihe 
State and were confidently counting on 
keeping lbe Republican majority down. 
Some t.f t',ie leaders even predicted that 
the Republicans .would not equal their 
plurality of 3892J which was lets ihnn 
13,000. The result must Ihereforo be 
taken as a popular test of thc issues in- 
volved in this campaign before an in- 
telligent people, inaiiy of whom are en- 
gaged in agricultural 'pursuits, to whom 
tne Democrats hoped tbe silver doctrine 
would especially appeal. Thc hope was 
a baseless one, however,as U' fhtwn so 
conclusively by tbe vote returned. lion-
